We are reading just now of many 
ChineHe (linfricts, towns and rivers. 
Many of those goo>;rapliical names 
doubtless appear repellant and un- 
pronounceable to all except a few 
persons who are familiar with (hem. 
liut if we had a better acquaintance 
with these names and know tlieir 
meaning they would be found to be 
full of interest. Tliey are often 
condensed descriptions of the place 
or feature to which they are ap- 
plied. They are far more instinct 
with life than many geographical 
names in other countries. Suppose 
we had never lu^ard of Shanghai, 
for example, but knew the meaning 
of the two words coni[)osing the 
name. We would know at once 
that the "City Near the Sea" 
rauBt apply to a seaport. Yun ho 
means "The River of Transporta- 
tion," and we naturally infer that 
the waterway thus designated mu.tt 
be commercially important. Yun 
ho, in fact, is the Chinese name of 
the Hiand canal wliicli i)lays so 
large a part in the freiglit service 
of East China. 

However many syllal)les there 
may l)e in a (Uiinose piac(* nanui, it 
is composed of as many words as 
there are syllaldes, for all (Iliinese 
words are monosyllabic. If we 
know the meaning of even one of 
the words in a geographical name 
it helps to convey a definite idea. 
The words Ho and Kiang, for 
example, both mean "river," and 
when we see them on a map, wo 
know they refer to a river or a 
stream. Many of the nanu>s of 
rivers are descriptive of them. 
Hoang IIo, for example, means 
"Yellow River." Tsin Kiang 
means " Clear River." Olincrvo 
how definite is the idea expressed 
in the name of each of tiie three 
rivers which converage upon Can- 
ton. One of them is the Si Kiang, 
or " West River;" another the Pe 
Kiang, or " North River;" the third 
is the Tung Kiang, or " East 
River." The names of these rivers 
tell the direction from which they 
come. They help to simplify the 
study of the geography of that j)ai t 
of China. When they unite they 
form the Chu Kiang, or " Teail 
River." The Chinese named their 
largest river in the north the Hoang 
IIo beca\ise it cuts its l)ed tlirougli 
yellow soil, from which it derivi^s 
itH color. The yellow fiood it jxHirs 
into the sea colors that part of th<i 
ocean yellow, and hence the ChineH<^ 
call the sea Hoang Hai, or Yellow 
Sea. 

The Chinese unite the words in a 
name so that they form one word 
just as we write Newtown, llartfoid 
orDeerfleld. Sometimes we \inite 
the wonls in a Chinese name and 
sometimeH we separate them, but 
there is no reason, for example, 
why we should write Tien-tsin when 
we do not write Pe-King. Each of 
these names is ("oni posed of two 
words. Pe means "nortli" and 
King means "the capital" or "the 
King's household," and thus Peking 
means (*e northern cai)ital. Tien 
means "heavenly" and tsin means 
"|»lace," and thus the name of tin* 
largcwt city in northeast China 
means "heavenly place" — a name it 
has borne for many centuries. 
When Marco Polo visited the city 
in the thirt«5enth century ho trans- 
latx'd its name into "Citta Celeste." 

Many Chinese names we see in 
the newspapers and ilo not even at- 
tempt to pronounce would give us 
as Information, if we could tran- 
slate them, as a long sentence 
might do. Hankow, for example, 
is the name of a very important, 
city on the Yang-tse Kiang. There 
are only six letters in tint nftme and 
yet any Chinese boy would know 
from the two short words composing 
it that it is the name of town stand- 
ing at the "kow" or mouth of a 
river named Han. The Han is tlu* 
great«»st tributary of the Yang-tse 
Kiang and i)lays a most important 
part in the commercial life of that 
teeming valley ; and the city built 
on the spot where the Han mingl(>s 
its walern with the Yang-tse is Han- 
kow— i. e., the town at the month of 
the Han. 

The word Yang means "ocean ;" 
tso means "son, " and tlu* name 
Yang-tse Kiang which the Chinese 
appliofi ages ago to their greatest 
river, shows that, they do not mean 
to Uepreciate its importance. Home 
writers nay the early Chinese be- 



lieved their largest river contribut- 
ed more water to tin* making of the 
ocean than any other stieam in the 
world, and so in the name of the 
river they conveyed the idea that 
the ocean was its son. The name 
is often erroneously translated the 
Blue river. 

Peking lias not always been the 
capital of the empire, but Nanking, 
a city far to the soutli, was long the 
seat of gcvernment; and, as the 
name Peking means "northern 
capital, " .so the name Nanking 
means "southern capit»il." 

" White river " is the meaning of 
Pei-lio, neiir whose mouth are the 
forts just, seized by the jjowers. 

In some books and maps we see 
the words "fu" or "hion" added to 
the names of many towns. Tliese 
words are not. a part of th<* nanuis, 
and some of the best atlases omit 
them, for tliey lengthen the name 
and make it more formidable to the 
foreigner. Ku means the capital of 
one of the dcpaitnuuits into which 
a province is divided; in other 
words, it is the residence of the 
oflicMal al the head of tli(< depart- 
ment, llien signifit^s oiu^ of the 
districts into which a dejiart.ment is 
divified, and when attaclie<l to a 
place means that the oflicial in 
(diarge of the district resides there. 
It is better to omit these merely 
political designations. When wo 
liave more intimate dealings witli 
(-hina ami Itettcu* knowledge of the 
people and their country, we shall 
have uniformity in the sj)elling of 
('liina's phu'c names, and we shall 
see clearly that those names show 
considerabh* imaginativo and dc- 
scriptivt^ facility, and that they are 
really helpful in the study of 
Chinese geography. — N. Y. Sun. 
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The mj'sterious names appearing 
in the Chinese dispatches become 
familiar enough when translated, 
thus: Mnng means east; si west; 
man, south; pei, north; while tsin, 
kin, or king stands for eai)ital o 
metrojxilis, as in I^^king 
capital) and Nanking, 
capital). Tien means heaven, so 
Tientsin signfies heavenly metropo- 
lis. Ho or kiang means river, so 
Peiho is north river; Si-kiang, west 
river. Che means s(wen, so (^he- 
kiang is seven rivers. Shan is 
mountain, and Shantung, east 
nioiinlain, and Snan-si, west 
mountain. Pai is white, and Pai 
sliau, white mountain. 

Hai is sea, and kwan stands for 
gate, BO Hai-kwan (the niaritinie 
customs) is gate of the sea, and 
Shan-hai-kwan, mountain and sea 
gat(>. Stiang is a city, anil Shang- 
nai, city l)y the sea. Hoang is yel- 
low; lloang-IIo, Yellow sea. Yang 
means ocean, and Tsc, son, hence 
the Yang-tse river is son of ti>e 
ocean, and Tien- t.se, son of heaven 
(tlie Emperor). Ku or kow is a 
mouth or pass, and Ta, big nu)nth 
(of Pei-Ilo), while Nankow stands 
for south pass (from Mongolia). 
Hn is a lake; ling, a hill; lisiang, a 
village; hisen, a tax district. 

I''\i is apnd'ecture; tai, a gov(;rnor; 
tao, a circuit (u- group ol^aclminislra- 
tive departnutnts; so tao-tai is a 
governor of a circuit, and fu-tai is a 
governor of a prefect IU(^, Chao or 
kiao is a bridge; li, a Chinese mile; 
j)a, eight, and thus Pa-li-kiao is 
tlu) eight-mile bridge. C'hoor cliow 
is a de|)ot or sto|)ping i)lace; henee- 
Tung-chow, eastern depot (of Pe- 
king). Shell is a province, and 
Shen-si is the westeiii j)rovinc(>. 
Yivmen is a police station or oflicial 
n^sidence, and Hul a secret society 
or club. Ts'ing means pure or clear, 
se TsMngkiang is cl(>;ii river, while 
Ta-'i's'ing mears great pur<^ (name 
of par<uit dynasty), and Kwo l)eing 
a kingdom or einpin>, Ta-Ts'ing 
Kwo signifies theeinpireof the great 
pure (China.) Ta-Mei-Ka is the 
name api)lied by the Chinese to 
the United States and means great 
America — Leslie's — Weekly.

If my refusal to descend to the 
l<>vel of " Free Lance" and enter 
into a cont(\st of writing person- 
alities gives him the right to post 
me as a coward, I am willing to be 
so-called. I cheerfully concede his 
superiority in that species of argu- 
ment known as anjumvnium ad 
hiwiincm. As an attempt to draw 
attention from tlie weakness of his 
position, his tactics have been 
partially successful ; but as a de- 
monstration «)f a lucid mind and 
(MUirteous treatment of an opi>on- 
ent, they are a flat failure. 

"Thy words, I grant, are blgKer; for I 
wear not 

To try to Justify his personal 
tirade against me, by saying thai 
I used abusive epitliets in speaking 
of him, is a pretty snnill hole for a 
man, of "Free Lauce's" supi)osed 
mental calibre, to crawl out of. 

And what "abusive epithets" 
did I use that he seizes upon as an 
excuse for his loss of sense and 
dignity ? I called him " The Hos- 
ton Prophet" and h " Pessimist I" 
Read his " prophecy" and look up 
the word " pessimist," and see how 
far I missed the mark. 

"Free I.ance," in the paper 
which I criticized, expressed the 
opinion that perfection of methods 
had been reached. And then in 
deei) prophetic tones aflirnied that 
tile "blind advocates of oralisni" 
would causo a rising tide, which, in 
its destructive onward sweep would 
engulf all other methods, and l)ear 
away, upon its swelling bosom, the 
wreckage of all our mutual associa- 
tions, all our church missions, all 
our newspapers, and our sign 
language ! Then, woe ! woe ! unto 
the Deaf ! l''or they will then be 
lost, mentally, intellectually, and 
eternally ! With an invocation 
for the Divine pity upon the future 
(loomed, his prophecy ends, amidst 
a hush of awe and stifled sighs. 

" lIpro'B a liirKi' mouth, indeed, 
TliatHpits fortli death, and mountains, 

rockH and n«iih ; 
Tallti aH familiarly of roarinst lions. 
As maiils of thirteen do of puppy dojts." 

I disagre(>d with him in his opin- 
i(m as to perfection of methods, 
which considering the condition of 
the e<lucation of tlu> deaf, is so 
absurd as to be astonishing as com- 
ing from a man of " Free I.4iiu'e'8" 
intelligence. 

I disputed the correctness of his 
prophecy and, in a conclusion of 
four lines, I expressed the ojiinion 
that anyone who took such a dark 
view of the future was a pessimi.st. 
That, was the extent of my "per- 
sonal abuse " of him. 

True, in opening my discussion, 
I commented upon the unideasant 
mission filled by fleas and mos- 
quitoes in general, ami llie depress- 
ing elTect of pessimists in parti- 
cular. Hut how could I foresee 
that the cap would fit " Free 
Lauce" and that he would wear it 
so readily ? 

In this perfectly legitimate* 
criticism of his prophecy, " Free 
Lauce" thought I was making 
faces at liim, and began to rave 
and tear his hair, the while he 
stamped around, howling, " He hit 
mo ! He hit me." 

"Zounds ! I was never so lM«thumi)ed with 

wurils." 

" Free Lanee" is gri(n-ed because 
1 did not use his name in my dis- 



cussion. I had no occasion to do 
so, nor have I had any since. I 
was not speaking of the man. I 
was speaking of his pessimistic 
character as a would be prophet, 
and generalizing upon the disagree- 
able though useless croaking of the 
" calamit}' howler." 

Of course, " Free Lance" hud a 
right to howl in this, a free 
country, but his error was in as- 
suming that he was the whole 
circus. 

I have no doubt that " Free 
Lance" has a charming personality; 
that ho writes di8agreeal>le things 
just to get rid of them, and in- 
dulges in braggadocio for mental 
gymnastics, but — 

" Who knows himself a braiigart. 
Iiet him fear this ; for it will come to 

IiasH 
That every braggart shall he found an 

ass." 

If " Free Lance" has a copy of 
the Proceedings of the World's 
Congrosis of the Deaf, hold in 
Chicago in 1893, he will find in it 
plenty of proof to show that " as- 
sociations, newspapers, missions of 
the deaf, and signs, exist in Europe. 

In (4erinany, the cradle and home 
of the oral meMiod, there are ac- 
cording to Mr. A. M. Watzulik, one 
hundred associations of the deaf 
with 11 meml)er8hip of two thou- 
sand. In Rerliii, alone, there are 
fifteen societies. One of them has 
a membership of two hundred and 
forty and owns a olub house valued 
at $4(i,()00. (^an any a.ssociation 
in the Ignited States make such a 
showing ? 

The same report will show that 
newspapers for the deaf (outside of 
institutions) exist, and that they 
receive as much patronage as they 
do in this country. In Europe, as 
hero, i>in»e 



"■•» ""ytVeen starred only 
lo succumb to the ineviiwuio, iroiii 

lack of financial support. That 
proves nothing against the oral 
method. Was it oralism that kill- 
ed the " American Gazette," " The 
Exponent," and " Once a Week ?" 
Or, to go farther back, the 
" Leader," and the paper publishe<l 
in Washington (ita name hjvs slip- 
ped my mind), which died long be- 
fore oralism was born in this 
country ¥ 

The same source of information 
will tell " Free Lance" that mis- 
sions do exist everywhere in Europe, 
and that signs are used ; though 
there is not so much system in their 
sign language as in ours. Still 
they have a language of signs after 
a fashion, in spite of the fact that 
tliey never had any taught to them 
at sch(K)l and had none to lose. 
Ask Di. (iallaudet, Messrs. Han- 
son, Mann, Cloud and others, who 
have travelled in Europe, and met 
the Deaf there. 

Does " Fr*<e Lance " say that the 
report is seven years old mul that in 
that brief time all this evidence 
has disappeared from the face of 
Europe ? If he has read his 
JiWUNAL witli any degree of at- 
tention, he has .seen, many times 
since then, mention of .societies, 
newspaiwrs, etc., for the deaf in 
Europe, and rt^ad extracts translat- 
ed from those same newpapers and 
reprinted in the Journal. Notices 
have also appeared in the Annals. 

And if " Free Lance" will read 
the account of " President (Jal- 
landet's mission to the Deaf and 
their Friends in Eur(»pe," publish- 
ed is the Annah for Septeml>er, 
1807, he will find further evidence 
that "societies, newsjwvpers, and 
missions," for the deaf, exist in 
Europe, for therein Dr. Oallaudet 
mentions several newspapers pub- 
lished in the interests of the deaf 
during his visit. ° He will also And 
other information in this article, 
which will be useful to one who 
poses as well informe*!, and prevent 
him from making rash and fcH>lish 
declaiations. 

And again, if " Free Lance " will 
get a copy of the September .'1 nnah, 
of this year, and turn to page 422, 
ho will find pnxif that signs are 
used in the chapel services of some 
of the schools for the deaf in Ger- 
many, and there is a growing 
demand for their further ititroduc- 
tion. The pendulum is beginning 
swing hack in Europe, as it will in 
this country, and all the sooner 
when the indication of this in 
Europe iH'Comes more pi\mouncod, 
for it will have a \H>werful effect 
upon the oral sentiment hero. 

I^t " Free Lance" turn lo page 
408, in that same copy of the Annals, 
and he will rekd, " In the deaf sec- 



tion (of the Congress of the Deaf in 
Paris) all the proceedings were 
carried on in the sign language." 

In the face of all these facts, to 
say that "signs, associations," 
newspapers for the deaf, etc., have 
disappeared from Europe is not 
only "absurd'* and " childi.sh," 
but indicates a carelessness of .state- 
ment or a depth of ignorance that 
ill Iwcomes one who poses as a "seer 
or revelator." He a prophet? In- 
deed ! Good reason whj' " B^ree 
Lance " said nothing in support of 
his idle prophecy — ho couldn't. 

In regaixl to my statement ajn'opcs 
writing under a nam de phmw, a 
few wonls were omitted by either 
printer or myself. It should have 
read : " I do not care to hide under 
a nam de plttnw when I mention any 
one or his writings." 

The question is not whether I am 
this or that, or something el.se. It 
is whether oralism will " rise like 
the tide and sweep away our as- 
sociations, newspapers, missions 
and signs, and down the deaf to 
everlasting despair." "Free Lance" 
says it will, because it has done so 
in Euro^w. I say it has not done so 
in Europe, l)ecausewe have indubi- 
table evidence that they exist there 
to this day. I also insist that there 
are no grounds upon which to base 
the belief that oralism will become 
the destructive angel which " Free 
Lanee " prophesies it will. And I 
.say that anyone who takes such a 
gloomy view of the fuiuie, shows 
evidence a mind prone to pes 
siniism. 

I don't know what there is to 
"arbitrate" in this difTerence of 
opinion, but I am willing to have 
the readers of the Journal decide 
which of us takes the more reason- 
able view. And unless "Free 
unuv^u v^ik.i j..vi5out better reasons 

for Ills belief than he has yet done, 
to form the basis of an argument, 
my side of the case is closed.

terance. The intelligent deaf are 
Htrong a<lvocateM of speech-teach- 
ing fo all who can be benefited by 
it, but they also want the large ma- 
jority to whom it ispra^'fically use- 
less, to get an education which shall 
fit them for happy, useful, and in- 
telligent lives among those whom 
Gwl hM blessed with the sense of 
hearing. The public marvels at 
the tongue that has l>een trained to 
articulate speech without the aid of 



which lo look for the spirit of 
partisanship. 

But what do we find ? 

Won<ler of wonders, ^lartisan.ship 
gone mad, courtesy and common 
sense violated ! 

The deaf themselves were entire- 
ly ignored, and their champion, Dr. 
Gallaudet, whenever he spoke for 
them or atterapte<l to secure fair 
treatment, was turned down in a 
manner that reflected little credit 
upon the lioasted courtesy of the 
French. 

And, worse than all this, this ec- 
clesiatical convention, the majority 
of the members of which had no in- 
dividuality but voted as one man at 
the dictation of what, in this c^)un- 
try, would be called a " boss," de- 
nied to the deaf the right to have a 
voice in matters concerning their 
own welfare, and arrogated to itself 
the right the decide questions of 
which the individual members are 
(;onfesHedly ignorant ! 

The president of the hearing sec- 
lion was so intensely partisan that 
he refused to allow Dr. Gallaudet to 
read in full his pajier on " What Is 
Sp«jech Worth to the Deaf ?" al- 
though he knew, beforehand, exact- 
ly hriw long it was. Was he afraid 
that it was Unt convincing ? 

Again, when Dr. (iallaudet, back- 
ed up by the officers of the deaf 
section, asked that the deaf mem- 
b<!rs might be present wh<'n he read 
his paper, to see it translated into 
signs by Proofessor Fay, the re- 
quest was refused. Why? Afraid 
that the spectacle of an English 
sp(!ech being translated into signs 
that French, Uernian, Swedish, 
English, Dutch, Russian, Turkish, 
Italian, Spanish deaf-mutes could 
all understand, would knrtck the un- 
derpinning out from under pure 
oralism ? 

Again, when Dr. Gallaudnt asked 
that all questions of a purely educa- 
tional nature should be voted \\\)on 
in joint session, the request was re- 
fused, and when, in order to state 
the truth to the world, he asked 
that if the hearing s<;ction insisted 
on voting alone it should s<^) state 
by adding "hearing section" to 
each and every resf>lution, he was 
turned down and all the res<^)lutions 
go to the world as the deliberate 
decision of the "whole" congress, 
which is a LIE, for they are, in fact, 
the feeble squeak of a minority of 
the congrfjss as officially recogniz- 
ed by the government. 

Dr. liell, in seeking to justify the 
decision of the hearing section, not 
to allf»w the deaf to particijiate in 
voting, only makes a bad matter 
worse. He says:

By such conduct the oralist 
cheapens his own work. In effect 
he says: 

" Heboid my work 1 They are men and 
women. I have done my lK'»t and they can 
Hpeak, but thay cannot think or reaxon. 
Don't IJHt<rn Ui their ravinxH. I will kindly 
do their thinking for them." 

The adherents of the combined

After have tried ail Hortn of nieaiiH to 
learn tlic identity of ii man wlio was fiiiiiid 
wnnili'finn iiiiiili'HHly aliiiut on Aii^{iint :t at, 
li'i'oni and ClieHMiiit HlreelrH the ant lioi'ltii'H 
liave (inally learned tliat the niaii'M hoiiie \n 
in Hieliinond, Va. Thin knowledge waM 
olitaiiii-il from tlie man veKlerday by Su- 
pei'inleiiileiit (ieary, of the AlliiHlioiiwe. The 
HtrniiKer, who is deaf and duiiih, and neitii- 
er aliH) to read nor write, has been at tlie 
inHtitittion for two nionthH. 

When he waH fnniiil iiy the police the 
man liiul no money or anythiiiK in hi« 
poHHi'Hiiion wliicli would lead to IiIk iileii- 
tiflcation. Not even y(»t liave the aiitliori- 
tleH lenrtied the man'H name, tliougli they 
exjieet to obtain tliin Inforniatitjti in a few 
davH. 

Two trunk checkH were found in hlH 
pock(itH at the time lie waH taken to tlie 
<!entral Police Station, but it waH learned 
in tracing tliem that they had been Htolen 
from the biiKnage loom in tlie I'l'iiiiHylviiiiia 
Itailfoad Station ill Miiltimoiea few dayH 
liefore tlie Ktranger came to I'liiljidelphia.

If there is any 
t( lu^lier in any of our schools for 
the deaf who teaches one of the 
sciences as a, Hpecially, he might 
111- CI lied a jirofcHsor out of courti'sy, 
but tlitue are nom^ such ; therefore 
lei us b(! (lone with this sickening 
noiKUise of dubbing every teacher 
of the deaf a "professor." Let 
olher papers follnw the good ex- 
ani|»le of the Odlifornia New.s iu 
ridiculing the use of the title, and 
we helievi* the praetice will bt* Htop- 
piul.

His aifiii delivery was bot.li 
rapid and clear, and liis exposition 
of wliat constitutes a true Clirislian 
was (piite instruct ive and interest- 
lui^. He e.\])lainod l)y analogy tli(» 
question which j)u/,zles Hw many — 
"How can tlien! ho a 'riinity?" 
Ho showed that in every jjcrson 
livirif? theie is a tiinity — heart and 
mind and soul. The heart feels for 
another's sufTerinp;; the mind 
reasons and caculates u|)on peniop- 
tions from the outside anil feelinjrs 
from within; and the soul is stirred 
by harmony — such as the beauty in 
music and song- Mr. Seariufj; pre- 
faced his sermon 1)3' a biief state- 
ment of how ho bocaniG a minister to 
deaf-mutes.

We herewith present some of the 
salient points of the se(*ond annual 
r(*port of the Boar-d of Manager's of 
the Ohio Homo to the President of 
the Alumni Association, for the 
year ending August 31 st, 1900 
Allusion is nnid<* to the retire- 
ment of Mr. and Mrs. A. G. Byers 
superintendent! and matron on 
October 19th, 1899, and Mr. E. C. 
Harah temporarily acting as 
suix'riiilendeiit until the 10th of 
the succeeding month, when the 
present superintendent and matron, 
Mr. and Mrs. K. S. Jones, took hold 
and have discharged their duties in 
a manner satisfactory to the Board. 
Mention is made of the death, dur- 
ing the year, of Mr. Geor-ge W. 
Wakellcld, a member of the Bojii'd, 
and of the additions thereto of 
Messrs. A. G Byer-s, Rion Hall, 
A. B. (Greener and Thomas Turner. 

Helif-ious services for the immate's 
li.'ive been conducted by people 
connected with the Institution as 
often as it was po.ssible, and 
tr-ansportation for such was uranted 
free by the (Columbus Railway 
C()m|)any. The Board expresses its 
thanks to the ('olumbns Ladies' 
Aid Socit*ty for the additional room 
it has furnished and in other ways 
rendered assistance when needed ; 
also to Mr. IL K. Stevens, of New 
Jer-sey, for plans for proposed new 
barn. 

The affair's about the Home are 
all in good condition, and the most 
rigid economy consistent with com- 
fort of the inmates has been 
practiced. But the number of in- 
mates is inci'casing, and the ex- 
p<Mis<*H will therefore increase, and 
it will be necessary to meet this de- 
mand. To meet this the Board sug- 
gests the appointment of a paid 
agent to solicit funds for the main- 
teiianee of the Home. Superinten- 
dent Jones in his reports gives the 
names of those, nine in number, of 
whom two were admitted dirring 
the year. Kxcepting slight colds the 
good health has been the rule in lire 
household. A number of improve- 
ments and additions were made dur- 
ing the year-, all of which added to 
the comfort and happin(>ss of the 
family. 

As to the farm and stock the 
suj)erint<>n(lent S4iys: — 

The stock now on the farm is as 
follows: 2 horses, 3 cows, 1 heifer', 
8 hogs, 7 pigs, about 250 chickens 
and aboirt 30 tirrkeys. B^ive hogs 
killed from tin* Home last December; 
thr'ce calves have been sold for $10 
each; pork sold $19.81 ; tui'keyssold 
$14.59; chickens sold $6.9.3. We 
have r-eceived from the sale of milk 
and butter$11.30. 

Our wheat the past year yielded 
120 bushels. We r'eceived 8 Ions 
of hay from our meadow. Orrr 
corn last year yielded about 200 
bushels. I'ho irarden this year was 
a good one. We had more vege- 
tables than we could use. Our pota- 
toes wei'e about half a crop. We 
have ai)ples sufficient for our use. 
The gi'ai)es were an excellent 
crop. The* fertilizer we purchased 
last September cost $21.20, and it is 
safe to say that th(>i'e was no loss in 
the pur'cha.se, as the wheat crop 
yielded fifteen bushels per acre, an 
(>xcellerrt yield for the seasoir. 

At the begining of the year, thor-e 
was in our hand.-* $10. 16, and dur 
ing tin* year 'we I'eceived from the 
sale of jiroduce, meats, and otlu'r 
sour'ces, $235.19. Of this amount 
$104.78 was turned over to the ti-ea- 
suer and $44.31 was spent for in- 
cidentals, leaving a easli balance on 
hand of $22.10. 

There ar'c a numberof nee<is, but 
owing to tjie limit4*d funds on hand 
only the most rrr-gent are mention(>d, 
ami they are: anew Ivirn, u laundr-y 
a 200-barrels cistern, new feneew 
around the farm and yartl, walks 
and driveways, a sewing machinet, 
three or four pumps, and better 
wafer supply tor stock. 

Accoi'tling to the tr-easurer's re- 
port, then* was a balance on hand 
August 3lKt, 1899, of $970.72, and 
the receipts from other sources 
amounted to$I 14.80, total $2, 118.80. 
The <*xpendilurt'8 for the same 
period footed up $1 ,129.74, leaving 
a balance in theli'(>asirrer of $989 06. 
Sorm* of the heaviest outlaj's wer'o 
wholesale gi'oeeries, $103,20; gio- 
ceiies and meats, $127.43 ; labor, 
$46; coal, $86.80; stock feed, 
$110.28;' laundei'ing, $33.75; fire 
insiri'arree, $45; salaries, $301.27; 
labor, $(il.88. 

We desire lo call our Pennsyl- 
vania friends' attention to the 
salanj item in the above. During 
the Pittsburg Convention, when the 
Home project was under discussion, 
some llgures \v(>i'e given as to the 
probable cost of maintaining such 
an institrrtion, and among the list 
was that for salaries $1,000, wo 
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Superintendent Jones furnishes 
the following interesting matter as 
to what is required in the care of 
sirch a large household in looking 
after its bodily comforts. 

The numlwr of pieces sent to the laundry 
each week l.s more than (MXX). 

'Pile food 1)111 is about fl.W r>er day. More 
than '2000 tons of coal are used each year, 
Kach hour 0000 gallons of water are used. 
This water is pumped out of the bowels of 
the earth and is as clear as crystal. It is 
used in laundry, closets, Imilers and for 
domestic purposes, 

Three hundred two-pound loaves of bread 
are consumed daily, it requires S,5 pies for 
one dinner. Kach month ten fat steers are 
led to the slauuhter and furnish B800 lbs. of 
l)eef. The children dine once a month im 72 
fat hens. Each month 1760 lbs. of cream 
butter are spread It requires '200 lbs. of 
hum for one meal. It takes 8 lbs. of cotTee 
for breakfast and 60 gallons of milk for 
supper. It thkes more than 1000 green 
apples or '24 gallons of cnnne<l fruit or of 
any kind of spreiul for the evening meal. 

After each meal more than 4000 tables 
pieces are washed and 48 tables reset for the 
next meal. 

Approximately five acre.i of floor are 
mop|>ed or I'ubbed or swept daily and much 
of it twice, and '21,600 s<i. feet of windows are 
washed regularly. 

Fortho.instrueticn of the children 
there are 35 regnlar tea(*hers and 6 
who do special work, besides a prin- 
cipal and a supervisor of speech. 
Tliei'e are eight manual depart- 
ments with nine supervisors — viz., 
printing, carpentey, tailoring shoe 
making, painting, baking, .sewing 
and dressnraking. There are 36 
school classes, 18 are taught by the 
manual method and 17 by the Oral.
